John Strawbridge’s Coq Bruyere, 
the nine. year old gelding by 
Coq Gaulois—Madge Wildfire, 
left little doubt of his supremacy in 
the post and rail division this year 
when he captured the four mile New 
Jersey Hunt Cup in easy fashion last 

Saturday. 

Having beaten the Maryland win- 
ner, Blockade, at Monmouth, and 
Ostend, the victor in the Carolina 
and Virginia Gold cups at Radnor in 
the spring , and with victories in the 
Meadow Brook and the Pennsylvania 
also to his credit, Coq Bruyere 
now stands the unbeaten best of 
them all this year. 

It was too bad that only one other 
entry, Mrs. Robert P. Gibb’s Budget 
Boy, contested the issue with the 
Strawbridge gray in the feature of 
the closing of the Essex Fox Hounds 
twenty-third annual meet at Far 
Hills, and the fine crowd estimated 
at 10,000 that covered the hillside of 
Froh-Heim, Evander B. Schley’s es- 
tate, was audibly disappointed when 
the scratching of Blockade and Os- 
tend, and two others, was announced. 

Lack of rain all fall had made this 
a bad season for trainers of timber 
horses, as evidenced by the fact that 
only two of the twenty-two nom- 
inated to the New Jersey Oct. 1 were 
considered ready Saturday, and al- 
though there was a steady rain for

Good Chance Victor 
Of Battleship Cap 


Pimlico Steeplechasing Inaugur- 
ated With Stake Of $2,745 To

The Jack Skinner trained Good 
Chance, from Paul Mellon’s Rokeby 
Stable, opened a new chapter of Pim- 
lico steeplechasing history last Tues- 
day when he romped the new’ two 
mile brush course to capture the first 
Battleship Handicap, defeating S. A. 
Warner Baltazzi’s gallant little Ad 
Lib and a field of seven other top 
contenders of which the favorite 
Rioter, of Hitchcock-McKinney fame, 
was the last to finish. Mrs. Kenneth 
N. Gilpin’s Buck Langhorne was 
third over C. Mahlon Kline’s Our 
Sailor. 

Three mishaps occurred in the 
running of this inaugual event which 
netted the winner 2,745, one of 
them proving fatal when Thomas T. 
Mott’s The Hour, after setting the 
pace fora turn anda half of the 
course, broke down so badly that it 
was necessary to destroy him. Tho- 
mas Hitchcock’s |\Wambaw went down 
at the twelfth fence, just after F. 
Ambrose Clark’s Torturer had fallen 
over the one immediately preceding 
it. 

The Hour set a rapid pace and 
Good Chance was nicely rated by 
Jockey Roberts just back of him un- 
til going into the eleventh fence. 
Here the son of Chance Shot went 
forward in response to pressure and 
was in command by the time the 
next jump was reached.

A Minute Circles Course 

Despite rain and a threatening day, 
the First Annual Middleburg Hunter 
Show was held last Saturday, in the 
show-ring paddock enclosure in front 
of the ‘Glenwood Park Course’’ 
grandstand, and was the most singu- 
lar and exceptional event of its kind 
ever to take place in Virginia. With 
the program bulging with fifteen 
classes and over 450 entries, James 
B. Skinner, Manager, hastily sum- 
moned alternating Judges to sustain 
a “horse a minute average through 
the ring” for the full eight hour day, 
and got the owner-up-amateur-rider 
occasion away to a flying start at 
nine thirty. 

There were goodly filled classes of 
quality hunters through the morning 
when Mrs. Daniel C. Sands’ Wood 
Rock, a three year old by Woodcraft 
took the Model, with Mrs. Norman K. 
Toerge’s Camp, winner of many tri- 
colors on the Long Island circuit, 
winning the Lighweight Green and 
Ernest L. Redman’s Royalty II, two 
time Champion of Virginia shows, ac- 
counting for the Middle and Heavy- 
weight and Three Year Old Hunters. 
However, it was the Half Century 
Class that brought the pre-noon 
plaudits. With the manner and 
ease of their experienced fifty years, 
twenty-five veterans of Virginia 
hunting countries rode forth to be 
judged at walk, trot and canter paces 
and contest for the Thomas B. Davis 
Trophy.

For the second straight month Time Maker, David N. Rust’s 13-year-old 
sire of many of the country’s top juveniles, stands at the head of The 
Chronicle’s list of money-making Virginia stallions. This time $8,150, which 
Time Maker's get accounted for in six wins during the month of October, 
tops the list. Of this, $4,290 was turned in by Time Alone, Mrs. F. A. Car- 
reaud’s bay colt out of Gladys McClain, when he scored over Heather Time 
in the Pawtucket Handicap at Narragansett on October 19. Others of Time 
Maker’s winning get during the past month were R. R. Greenlee’s 2-year- 
old Rock Maker; Mrs. F. A. Carreaud’s 3-year-old Little Time; Mrs. y, 
Wyse’s 3-year-old Standard Time; J. E. Hughes’ 2-year-old Orchids Next; 
and S. L. Burch’s 3-year-old Hunting Home. 

The veteran *Sun Briar who has stood more consistantly near the top dur- 
ing the year than any other sire is once more second on the list with eleven 
wins and a total of $8,145. The 5-year-old Sunport from Sanford Stud 
Farms with two wins at Narragansett during the month earned $1,820 while 
W. S. Kilmer’s Sun Alexandria also turned in two victories which netted 
him $1,600. Other *Sun Briar winners were Sun Fighter, the two-year-old 
Paper Plate, Sun Egret, Felsun, Lady Briar, Tracker and Sun Antioch. 

*Strolling Player is third on the list with 6 wins to the credit of his get 
and a total of $7,315, while Grand Time is fourth, his position being due to 
Rough Time’s Capital Handicap victory at Laurel which brought him $7,050. 
Sun Meadow is fifth with a total of $5,000 from six wins. Others among the

A climax to the great day, a fitting 
one, was the superb performance put 
up in the Hunt Team by the Grays 
of the Middleburg Hunt. With Miss 
Charlotte Noland on Rokeby, Mrs. 
Langley on Oxford Grey and Mrs. 
Amory Perkins on Herodine making 
up the trio, (all in riding in the Half 
Century event, admitting their 
years), showed the way to men and 
youngsters. Two circuits they made, 
in near darkness and the Judges:

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Hunting Notes 
Meadow Brook 


(L. I.) 
Continued from Page Three 


Meadow Brook Hounds (L. I. N. Y.) 
opened officially on Sat., Oct. 29th, 
after 22 days of cubbing, when they 
met at C. V. Whitney’s stable near 
old Westburg—9 A. M. Joint Masters 
—Harry T. Peters and Harvey D. 
Gibson. Huntsman (prof) Thomas 
Allison, Whippers-in (prof) Charles 
Plumb and Wesley Heflin. Half-bred 
bitch pack of 14 and % couples. 
Field of forty subscribers, fifteen 
grooms and eight farmer dealers— 
total 63. Heavy rains during night 
before meet and early morning cut 
down number of members who had 
planned on being on hand for open- 
ing. Weather blowy and threaten- 
ing, ground damp but scent was only 
fair because of Northeast wind and 
sudden rising temperature . 

Huntsman Allison, who is consid- 
ered (one of the deans) of American 
Huntsmen, having been with the 
Meadow Brook Hounds since 1910, 
threw off in a covert on the Whitney 
estate. Drawing a blank, hounds 
proceeded from covert to covert 
working hard and gathering well but 
without winding a fox. This hound 
hunt soon crossed the race course on 
Charles V. Hickox’s place and went 
by the estate of Louis Stoddard. 

After one hour and forty-five 
minutes a hound challenged in covert 
on Ellis’ property and the fox was 
coursed with every hound owning 
the scent. He went on a right hand- 
ed circle through Gayin’s and Smith’s 
and thence over the Ambrose Clark 
point to point race course (the 
Meadow Brook race meet is held 
here). Hounds followed north into 
Edwin D. Morgan’s place where for- 
tunately they switched foxes, for the 
original one crossed property that 
could not have been hunted through. 
The change was made without inter- 
ruption or check. With a left hand- 
ed double the fox took us south of 
Winthrop Aldrich’s house and the 
fresh fox, after hounds scored to cry, 
was marked to earth. The run, 
which was at a smart pace through 
heavy woodland and galloping fields, 
lasted thirty-two minutes. 

The next draw was in Richard 
Howe’s covert where a fox was view- 
ed and crossed into the adjoining 
Deering Howe estate. Several short 
bursts followed of between four and 
eight minutes in a left handed circle 
and hounds finally crossed the Jeri- 
ko Glenhead road where they lost the 
line. Another fox was viewed but 
by the time hounds were brought-up 
scent had diminshed and was lost. 
One of the difficulties of this latter 
part of the day’s hunt was the fact 
that the wind blew scent some dis- 
tance from the line actually travel- 
led by the fox. The day was called 
at twelve noon. 

Jumps for the day totaled approxi- 
mately fourteen with about eight ad- 
ditional that were optional. Jumps 
of timber, with a few chicken coops, 
were generally high. The country 
hunted was: heavy woodlands, with 
lying timber and logs the result of 
the Long Island storm—these pre- 
sented further obstables not includ- 
ed in the total mentioned, rolling 
galloping land and some plough. In 
places the ground was sticky from 
rains. 

Hounds worked exceptionally well 
gathering to command and carrying 
good head. They were expertly 


handled by Huntsman Allison. Be- 
cause of the built-up character of 








the country hunted by Meadow Brook 
what with the estates—formal gard- 
ens, lawns, etc., hunting could not 
be done with a pack that did not re- 
spond perfectly or one that babbled 
a great deal. Meadow Brook is for- 
tunate in its Huntsman and staff. 
They are beautifully mounted on 
Irish hunters and Welch cobs. 

Harry Peters, M. F. H., a real 
sportsman, is largely responsible for 
keeping the Meadow Brook Hounds 
functioning in face of the handicaps 
and restrictions of the country. 
Those who generally ride in the first 
filight, and there are a goodly num- 
ber, have been well deciplined by 
him for he tolerates no breech of 
rules or etiquette that come under 
his vision. Mr. Peters is author of 
that fine contribution to American 
foxhunting literature—‘Just Hunt- 
ing’. 

Mr. Harvey Gibson, joint master, 
is a tremendous asset to Meadow 
Brook because of his keen enthus- 
iasm and assistance in keeping alive 
the traditions of this hunt that dates 
back to a great many years before 
it was reorganized in 1881. In Mrs. 
Richard Babcock the Hunt has as ef- 
ficient an Hon. Secretary as could 
possibly be found anywhere. 

Because of this excellence, of 
those in responsible positions, the 
glories of Meadowbrook live on.

OWNERS AT MIDDLEBURG 


For those interested in the welfare of Horse Shows, and what horseman 
is not, The Middleburg Horse Show Committee staged Saturday one of the 
most unusual exhibitions that has been held for many a long day in this 
age of fast travel. What Horse Show committee can point to an entry list 
of some 475 in a one day show or a total of 168 individual horses exhibit- 
ed? The time element alone is almost prohibitive for such an affair, let 
alone the question of first finding the people to ride. 

What is the answer to the unusual number of entries which were more 
than many a two day or even three day show can boast? Middleburg is 
unique as the great horse center of the country, but regardless of its geo- 
graphical location it takes some special inducement to make horsemen com- 
pete in horse shows. The average horseman who keeps hunters and main- 
tains a fair sized stable usually shies clear of a horse show, because of his 
dislike for having to show his working hunter himself against professional 
riders or show horses. The owners to ride classes clear away this feeling. 

The season of the year, as well as the locality, aided in bringing out this 
turnout but this factor is not entirely responsible, for hunters are still up in 
many an early spring show and yet do not compete. The answer to the turn 
out was due, not so much to geography or to the season, as it was to the 
emphasis a clever hard working committee gave to the classes for real bona 
fide working hunters and the encouragement to owners to ride their own 








mounts. 

As soon as owners feel that the Show is to be a competition in which the 
owner and not the professional is to hold the arena an entirely new spirit 
is found. The Show becomes different. It becomes more personal, more 
people take an interest, there is more talk about it beforehand because in- 
stead of the comparatively few owners with the large show string working 
towards a successful performance, the entire community put their shoulder 
behind the wheel and start preparing their own favorites and then the talk 
of the coming show goes round and round. 

Handicapped by bad weather this year, the committee worked marvels 
in speeding up the performance. The ring at ‘‘“Glenwood Park Course’’ was 
never still. A constant procession of horsemen swung their horses around 
the hunter course and the judging for conformation was completed outside 
of the ring. The judges alternated judging conformation in one class out- 
side the ring and performance and appointments inside. It is a pity more 
committees will not adopt this method. One of the most striking classes 
of the day was the ladies side saddle class. The horsewomen who entered 
in this class were beautifully turned-out. No committee could have as- 
sembled these entries unless they were running a real hunter show on real 
hunters. 

Another year it might be well te even go further and stress still more the 
importance of owners to ride. The spirit was there at this Middleburg 
Show, the spirit of the man and his horse, and it could be brought to even 
higher perfection by making this show one for owners and owners only. It 
would be unique in this country. This year’s Show should be but the be- 
ginning of a great revival of the old time horse show when owners gather- 
ed, long before the age of automobiles, to decide whose horse was best of all.

Class Wins Races

Sir: 

Class wins races. The mightly 
grandsire of War Admiral, Fair Play, 
was beaten five times in exactly the 
same way that Seabiscuit defeated 
War Armiral last Tuesday in the 
match race at Pimlico, when he got 
him on equal terms and looked him 
in the eye, as the following races, 
which I saw in the old days, will 
show. 

At Brighton Beach in 1907, Colin, 
carrying 125 pounds, ridden by Wal- 
ter Miller, beat Fair Play (with 117) 
by four lengths, after having looked 
him in the eye, three quarters of a 
mile in 1:12 3-5. At Belmont Park 
the same year, Colin, carrying 129 
pounds and again ridden by Walter 
Miller, beast Fair Play by four 
lengths, the latter carrying 119 
pounds, three quarters of a mile in 
1:12, again having looked him in the 
eye. At this time they were 2-year- 
olds.
